Senate Finance Committee Can Come to 
No Definite Conclusion. 
W ashington, April 30.—The senate 
finance committee was in session for an 
hour Thursday. Four Republicans and 
four Democrats were present. No con­ 
clusion of any kind regarding the tariff 
bill was reached, although the Repub­ 
licans said they hoped to be able to re­ 
port it to the full committee on Mon­ 
day. 
The Republicans asked that a time 
be fixed for reporting the bill to the 
senate, but the Democrats would not 
agree to this, saying they wanted a 
reasonable time to consider the bill 
and that there would be no undue de­ 
lay.

Great Britain Is Prosperous. 
London, April 30.—The chancellor, of 
the exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, read the budget statement in 
the house of commons Thursday. The 
balance account for 1896-97 shows the 
exchequer revenue to be £103,950,000 
($519,570,000), and the expenditures 
£101,477,000 ($507,385,000), leaving a 
surplus of £2,473,000 ($12,365,000). The 
chancellor added that the national debt 
had been reduced £7,584,000 ($37,420,- 
000) during the year, and that the total 
value of British trade during the last 
financial year was £738,000,000 ($6,690,- 
000,000), an increase of 5 per cent. The 
increase in the income tax revenue ex­ 
ceeded the estimate by nearly £3,500,000 
($17,500,000).

Now That the Work of Rescue Has

The Defeat at Larissa Followed by Ag­ 
gressive Movement by the Sultan’s 
Troops—New Cabinet in Power at 
Athens - Intervention Is at Hand, It 
Is Believed. 


Gen. Miles May Go. 
Washington, April 
30.—Gen. Miles 
Thursday afternoon received the form­ 
al assent of the president to his pro­ 
jected trip to Turkey and Greece. Gen. 
Miles will be gone two or three months, 
as, in addition to making a personal 
study of the military features of the 
contest between the Turks and 
the 
Greeks, he proposes to inspect the mili­ 
tary establishments of the 
principal 
European 
powers, 
Germany, France 
and England, and 
possibly 
Russia. 
The result of his observations will be 
embodied in an official report to the 
president. 


The President Reaches Home. 
Washington, April 30.—The 
Presi­ 
dent and members of his party from 
the Grant celebration in New York 
reached W ashington over the Pennsyl­ 
vania road at 6:18 Thursday night, ex­ 
actly on time. 
The President’s 
car 
was* in the rear of the train, for the 
purpose of avoiding the 
long 
walk 
through the station, 
where a 
large 
number of people had assembled, the 
party entering their carriages at the 
end of the train shed. They were driv­ 
en directly to the White House. 


Guthrie, O. T., April 30.—In the flood- 
stricken valley of the Cottonwood river 
Thursday was devoted to heroic efforts 
to rescue those whose lives were still 
endangered and to relieve the hundreds 
of destitute and hungry. 
It seems a certainty that the loss of 
life in the deluge will not exceed twen­ 
ty. All day missing people, supposed 
to have been 
drowned, were found 
clinging to bushes or driftwood down 
the stream, on the west bluffs, or scat­ 
tered in farm houses for miles. 
For miles along the scene of devasta­ 
tion 1,500 people, homeless, half ill 
from exposure and hunger, passed a 
miserable night, and morning found 
most of them too weak to give much 
assistance either to themselves or to 
others. 
The scene in the flood-swept 
districtwas one of desolation. The river 
fell rapidly daring the night and when 
the sun ros? the awful extent of the 
damage done to property could be seen. 
The river is still bank full, but the 
water had receded from most of the 
inundated district. 
W ith the first ray of daylight the 
work of rescue and relief was taken up 
with a vengeance and kept up with a 
tireless energy till nightfall made it im­ 
possible to continue. During the night 
men had been put to work in lumber 
yards constructing boats, and dawn 
witnessed 
a 
dozen 
craft 
darting 
out from all directions to the rescue 
of the unfortunates. People who had 
missing ones began searching 
every­ 
where for their bodies. Many of those 
who had only lost property went up 
and down the stream trying to recover 
some of it. 
During the day systematic relief was 
perfected and carried on. Ferries plied 
across the river, carrying provisions 
and clothing everywhere, and return­ 
ing with any injured or urgent cases 
of distress. Such were carefully cared 
for in private homes in Guthrie. By 
nightfall ample arrangements had been 
made for immediate relief, and there 
wras an assurance of no further suffer­ 
ing, at least for the time being. 
Five hundred homes had been swept 
away, 150 house and 20 stores wrecked, 
leaving 1,500 people homeless and half 
as many destitute, and the work of sup­ 
plying shelter and food for all these 
was no mean undertaking.

INTERVENTION LOOKED FOR 


Prospect of Early Action to Put an End 
to the Conflict. 
London, April 30.—All the talk now, 
according to the Daily Mail’s Berlin 
correspondent, is of the intervention of 
the powers. 
Even Germany wishes to 
save Greece from the consequences of 
defeat, and it is stated in Berlin official 
circles that the powers will intervene 
of their own initiative if Greece does 
not invite them. 
According to a dis­ 
pat* h from Constantinople to the Lo- 
kal Anzeiger, the sultan will accept the 
following conditions as the basis for 
peace. 
The withdrawal of the Greek 
troops from Crete and the re-establish- 
ment of the frontier of 1831. Greece 
to be excluded from all the advantages 
of capitulations and to pay indemnity. 
The Daily Mail’s correspondent says 
the news from Greece continues alarm­ 
ing, and he understands that a Russian 
ship is lying at Piraeus, the port of 
Athens, 
ready 
to embark the royal 
family. 
The Daily Mail’s correspondent at 
Paris has had an interview with the 
am lassador of one of the powers of 
the dreibund who emphatically denied 
that “any accord” exists between the 
triple alliance and Turkey. The am­ 
bassador declared that not even Ger­ 
many had entered into a treaty with 
the sultan. 
A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Rome says that the powers will op­ 
pose, by force if necessary, the block­ 
ade or bombardment of Salonica, in 
view of the damage that would be 
done to foreign commerce. 
It is be­ 
lied in Rome that the new Greek min­ 
istry will treat for peace, in the hope 
of preserving the territorial integrity 
of Greece.

Wisconsin’s Chief Executive Refuses 
To Sign Bills That Were Irregular 
or Not In Conformity with the Con­ 
stitution- Some Other State Dis­ 
patches. 


Madison, Wis., April 30.—Of the thir­ 
ty hills in his hands when the legisla­ 
ture adjourned, Gov. Scofield has ve­ 
toed eight. The other twenty-two have 
been filed in the office of the secretary 
of state. Several of the bills to which 
the governor refuses approval are im­ 
portant measures over which there was 
a big fight in the legislature. Among 
these is Mr. Davidson’s bill to require 
sleeping car companies to pay a license 
fee of 4 per cent on their gross earn­ 
ings. The governor vetoed this bill 
for the reason that the yeas and nays 
were not called on its passage in the 
assembly, as required by the constitu­ 
tion of bills levying a tax. For the 
same reason the governor vetoed Mr. 
Davidson’s bill for the taxation of ex­ 
press companies, in this case the yeas 
and nays not being called in the sen­ 
ate.

A German baron has taken it upon 
himself to reply to a book recently pub- * 
lished with the title of “The Deterio­ 
ration of Manly Beauty.” 
This work 
wras written by a woman, and the baron 
replies with a savage onslaught on pre­ 
vailing ideals of female loveliness, says 
an exchange. 
He calls his work “ De­ 
fects of W oman’s Beauty; an Anthropo­ 
metrical and Aesthetic Study.” 
This 
dignified title hardly prepares the read­ 
ers for the strong, unvarnished m an­ 
ner in which the baron treats his sub­ 
ject. 
He agrees with Schopenhauer in 
his denunciation of 
those misguided 
millions who find comeliness in the 
“undergrown, 
small-shouldered, 
big­ 
hipped and 
short-legged 
sex.” 
How 
much more grateful to the clear eye of 
art should be the noble proportions of 
the properly developed man, 
argues 
the baron. 
By 
numerous 
measure­ 
ments, which it is not necessary to give 
here, he proves to his own satisfaction 
that geometrically the female is a fail­ 
ure and that the male form is a suc­ 
cess. 
Women themselves have shown 
since the days of Eve in the garden, 
the baron says, that they appreciate 
their inferiority in this respect. 
They 
have concealed their limbs in flowing 
garments, reaching sometimes 
to the 
knee, sometimes to the ankles, some­ 
times to the feet, 
but 
always 
far 
enough to hide the defects in their pro­ 
portions. 
They now not only conceal 
their proportions to a large extent, he 
says, but they always 
seek to alter 
them, coving their waist up or down 
with stays, squeezing in their natural 
figures here and 
building them 
out 
there, and not 
scorning 
hoopskirts, 
bustles and crinoline in order to make 
themselves look as little 
as possible 
like nature made them. 
The ballet 
girl w'ouhl seem to confound part of the 
baron’s argument, but he does not yield 
to this apparent defiance of his logic. 
The baron seems to feel that, after he 
has put forth his most forcible argu­ 
ments and has exhausted his most dis­ 
criminating criticisms, he is still en­ 
listed in a losing fight, 
for he adds 
plaintively: 
“But most of the men of 
our times have ceased to perceive the 
defects of female beauty. Woman has 
deceived and misled her admirers so 
many gnerations with her smooth, long 
gowns that only a few, educated by re­ 
search and by constant

measuring the proportions of the fe­ 
male form, fully clothed, have gained 
that clear, unbiased view' which en­ 
ables them to appreciate how skillful­ 
ly woman has carried out the delusion 
as to her figure.”

D.D., his friend and collaborator, and 
after that the Life of Bishop Matthew 
Simpson, whose eloquent Sermons he 
tnbsequently edited. 
Elected to the 
chair of Historical Theology at Madi­ 
son in 1880, he filled it, save for a brief 
interval, with acceptability and effi­ 
ciency to the day of his death. 
Labor 
therein was punctuated by 
frequent 
contributions—in which Christian eth­ 
ics were applied to current affairs—to 
the Harper Brother’s publications, the 
New York Tribune, the religious press 
and churchly libraries. These libraries 
profited by his production—in connec­ 
tion with Bishop John F. H urst—of a 
portly and valuable volume on Theo­ 
logical Encyclopedia and Methodology. 
For the authorship of his History of 
Christian 
Doctrine 
Professor Crooks 
was excellently qualified by wide and 
varied reading, critical acumen, ripe 
m d rare scholarship, and philosophic 
Appreciation of the interplay of relig­ 
ious and political forces. Not less prac­ 
tical than projective, Dr. Crooks orig­ 
inated the idea and observance of Chil­ 
dren’s day in the Methodist Episcopal 
church; and also the creation of the 
Sunday school children’s fund “to as- 
list meritorious Sunday school scholars 
who would, without such aid, be unable 
to obtain a c o m p ly education.” This 
fund r oT** : mounts to about a quarter 
million dollars. Hearers of the Gospel 
seeking sense rather than sound, and 
preferring pure ethical spirituality to 
mere rhetoric, forgot the peculiarities 
of pulpit education in enjoyment of 
the delicious and wholesome 
repasts 
elaborated for them, adds a 
Harpers’ Weekly. 
Depth and 
conviction, intensity of eloquent ap­ 
pert, cr.:! utter fearlessness character­ 
ized all deliverances on most questions 
in the polity of his own branch of the 
one church of God. Naturally and pur­ 
posefully he assumed 
leadership 
in 
ecclesiastical affairs. 
That portentous 
modification of the Methodist Episco­ 
pal constitution by which laymen were 
admitted to membership in the general' 
conference—the 
supreme 
legislative 
and judicial assembly of the church— 
effected at Brooklyn, New York, 
in 
1872, was largely of his devising. 
To 
give the device effect he accepted 
in 
1860, and held for fifteen years, editor­ 
ial charge of the Methodist, an able ano 
excellent 
newspaper 
devoted 
to the 
proposed reform.
